The Kit 

A new kit from Condor, out of the MPM 
stable; this model is moulded in their usual 
pale grey and fairly soft plastic. It was dear 
from the outset that I was in for a fun time, for 
there was a fair bit of heavy flash on most 
parts. Also the mould parting lines were very 
evident on most parts, plus the sprues were 
heavily joined to the parts. What stuck out like 
a sore thumb were the ghastly wheels! These 
were the worst 1 have ever seen. They were all 
over the place, misshapen, pitted, most 
obviously a casting flaw. 1 thought some one 
had stuck their thumb on them and pressed 
hard while they were still hot (perhaps they 
had!). Replace them immediately from the 
spares box or other source if yours are like the 
wheels supplied in my review sample. The 
cockpit canopy is a superb one-piece item, 
being thin and clear, also a solid landing light 
transparency is supplied. These are just 
packed loose in with the other parts and so 
are prone to scratches. The engraved detail is 
very well done, except that the dive brakes 
show up as faint marks engraved on the upper 
and lower wing surfaces. I would have 
preferred to see these as separate parts. Decals 
are given for two A-36A Apaches of the US 
Army Air Corps. A correction sheet is 
provided for the national insignia, as those

supplied on the main sheet have been mis- 
printed in the wrong colours, a nice touch, I 
thought. There arc eleven unused parts 
included on the sprues, these being for 
forthcoming variants of the A-36A from 
this manufacturer. 

Instructions 

These are in pamphlet form with the usual step- 
by-step lay out, with all the construction 
painting clearly marked. These are often given, 
unusually, in two colour options! The main 
painting and decal placement guide is really 
excellent. The colours are called out by name 
and also by Humbrol number. The back of the 
main artwork carries a series of five colour 
sketches of various details, although here the 
colours are given in Humbrol and also Tamiya 
numbers! A parts map is included and you may 
well need it as none of the parts on the sprues 
are numbered. Unused parts are quite well 
marked. A brief but accurate history of the type 
is given along with unit and group information. 

Construction 

Building this kit looks deceptively simple once 
all the parts are cleaned of flash and mould 
lines. I began in the cockpit with the seat, 
armoured back plate and control column by 
gluing them to the main floor. I chose to paint 
the seat Aluminium to represent the earliest 
type, with Yellow Zinc Chromatc for the rest of 
the interior. I added seat belts from the Reheat 
range to the otherwise featureless seat. Next I 
painted the instrument panel and added the 
lovely decal supplied to it once it was dry. This 
was glued in place, along with the completed 
floor, exhaust stubs and the pre-painted tail 
wheel. This all done, 1 joined the two fuselage 
halves together and a good fit it was too with 
no gaps or flaws. When I made up the wing 
from the three parts, I found the parts would 
not fit. Why? A messy lot of miscast plastic 
inside the tips of each of the mating surfaces! 
This had to be gingerly filed away. Once done, 
the parts fitted quite well. This was not the 
case with the fuselage-to-wing fit, as there 
were gaps everywhere and 1 used Milliput to 
till these in. The tailplanes fitted well. Now to 
the two-part air intake. The fit was awkward 



The Kit 

1 opened up this kit with mixed feelings as 
when this aircraft, in the very near future, 
becomes operational it will finally force the 
fabulous F-8 Crusader out of service. 

Once I had got past my own personal 
misgivings of the subject matter and looked 
inside the box I was very impressed at the 
quality of the parts. 

The sprues come in two separate and clear 
bags to prevent any damage to the parts, there 
is even a piece of sticky-backed foam over 
one of the small dorsal antennas to protect it, 
but the clear sprue was not in its own 
separate bag, which did seem an odd set of 
priorities, but at least some attempt to protect 
the parts was made. 

The kit is moulded in light grey plastic, 
with also a relatively large clear sprue 
containing fifteen parts which are crystal 
clear. 



and very poor indeed. I had to file, scrape and 
wet'n'dry the whole area to get a decent clean 
line. Now that main undercarriage; I painted 
the legs Yellow Zinc Chromatc and likewise the 
wheel wells. I was determined to rescue those 
atrocious main wheels that by rights should be 
launched straight in the dust bin. Using some 
liquid resin, scrap plastic and - er - words', I 
managed to get a pair of 'just about passable' 
wheels! These were glued to the legs and then 
Each unit was added to the model. All the 
undercarriage doors fitted well when glued in 
place. I made up and painted the two excellent 
bombs. The propeller unit is made up of five 
parts and I found I needed great care to fit the 
separate blades correctly. The two chin 
machine guns proved to be almost 1/4 inch 
too long and had to be cut down to size. I took 
the liberty of drilling out the four muzzles for 
the wing mounted guns. A very faint mark is 
the indication that the aircraft has four wing 
mounted machine guns otherwise. The 
cockpit canopy and the landing light both 
proved to be of perfect fit and were glued into 
place using Clcarfix. The pilot tube is 
exceedingly fragile, so be warned, brass wire is 
needed if you breathe near the model!! Lastly, 
I added the radio aerial and used mono- 
filament to run the antenna from it to the 
rudder. I had to resort to a lot of tricks using 
resins, plastics and fillers making this model. 

Accuracy 

The dimensions given for the A-36A Apache in 
my references give a wing span of 37' 1/4" and 
a length of 32' 3" The model scales out with 
wing span of 35' 8" and a length of 3 1 '. So, a 
little on the small side but passable. References 
used were: "Classics - US. Aircraft of the 
Second World War", "Allison Engined 
Mustangs" and "American Aircraft of WWII". 

Colour Options 

Both options are the standard Olive Drab with 
Neutral Grey under surfaces. Only the spinner 
colour differs, being either Red or Insignia 
Yellow. I chose to finish my model using Faded 
Olive Drab. This is nearer to the Engineer's 
Olive Drab TAC ES-680 used on all Army 
aircraft in 1943, over the ANA Neutral Grey. I 
painted the spinner yellow with yellow- 
tipped black blades. All the interior, the 
wheel wells and undercarriage doors were 



The sprues also contain a large choice of 
underwing stores some of which, such as the 
FUR pod, are not applicable to this version. 

Instructions 

The instructions are of the standard design 
that Revell® tend to use, on a booklet of 
sixteen pages with forty-two construction 
diagrams which arc very clear to follow. It 
includes a painting guide which only relates 
to Revell paint colours and I personally don't 
like this because the paints are not that easy 
to come by, but you can't blame them for 
pushing their own products. 

Construction 

I must say that from the very beginning the 
construction of this kit was so 
straightforward with such good fit of parts 
that I didn't follow the construction 
instructions in a numerical order. It was done 



painted Yellow Zinc Chromate, with a thin 
wash of black. I used the WWII USA colours 
by Warbird Acrylics, with Aluminium and 
Rust by Gunze Sangyo. 

Decal Options 

As noted earlier, there is a corrected sheet of 
national insignia enclosed. 

All the decals are by Propagteam.and are 
of superb quality being ultra thin and 
perfectly printed. Two aircraft are catered for, 
the red spinner one being based at Gela, Sicily 
in late 1943 with the 524th FBS, 27th FBG. The 
yellow spinner aircraft is of the 86th Fighter 
Bomber Group, Tafaraoul Air Base, Algeria. 
The decals need care to be taken, for once on, 
they do not shift! The yellow theatre bands, all 
four of them, required patience to get right. 
The markings, serial numbers and the smaller 
items all went on well. What superb decals, 
and there was no adverse reaction to Micro 
Sol/Set whatsoever. 

Decal Rating =10/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Well, what can I say? A simple kit made 
tedious by poor parts fit, those wheels, and all 
that cleaning up lead me to say this is a 
moderate kit rather than a good one. With 
care, time and patience a very tidy model of 
this historically important aircraft can be 
made. It is the only model, to my knowledge, 
ever made of the A-36A Apache dive bomber 
in this scale. I enjoyed this kit immensely, 
despite the shortcomings noted and have 
added a nice model to my collection. 

Not a kit for the novice and that is a pity. I 
recommend this kit only to the patient and 
tenacious modeller.

in such a way as to allow me to continue 
building the kit in sub-assemblies while the 
pre painted-parts were drying. 

I started by building the cockpit area, 
spraying it black for an undercoat and then 
spraying this over with two tones of grey 
before dry brushing with an even lighter grey 
to create some depth. 

While all this was going on 1 built the 
main wings which come in upper and lower 
sections, with the upper surface leading edge 
moulded onto the lower surface which is great 
because you don't have to worry about gaps in 
the wing leading edge or glue making a mess 
of the narrow join. 

The vertical fin was then constructed and 
added to the upper fuselage along with the 
main wings and the ventral fuselage spine 
which I assume is a separate part to allow for 
a twin -seat version later. 

On the lower fuselage I fitted the air 
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intakes which arc the worst fitting parts of the 
kit, but even here a little careful sanding 
before gluing paid off, so much so that no 
filler was required either here or anywhere 
else on this kit. 

The main fuselage sections were now 
brought together again with an excellent fit, 
especially considering my slightly unorthodox 
construction pattern. 

Now came the most difficult construction 
part, the undercarriage, which if you consider 
there are forty-six diagrams in the 
instructions of which thirteen are for the 
undercarriage perhaps you'll understand my 
saying this. Having said that, if you take time 
over the construction the undercarriage 
builds into a well detailed area that looks 
chunky enough to take the weight of a 747, so 
God help any French sailor on the Foch when 
this touches down over their heads. 

Construction then moves onto the small 
odds and sods like the arrester hook, wing 
pylons, aerials and six bulged formation lights 
which are moulded in clear plastic and give a 
very realistic effect.

History 

The Polikarpov 1-1, or IL-400 to give it its 
alternate designation (I for Istribityel or 
Fighter and L-400 for its 400hp American 
Liberty engine), flew in prototype form in 
mid 1923. It immediately had to make a 
crash-landing and was rebuilt with a 
redesigned wing and tailplane, becoming the 
L-400B. A further prototype was built 
followed by a batch of another 30 (probably 
only a dozen were completed). It was prone to 
spinning which was very difficult to recover 
from and never equipped an operational unit. 

Its claims to fame are: it was N. 
Polikarpov's first design, it was the first 
fighter created in Russia and in 1927 it had 
Russia's first recorded pilot's escape by 
parachute from a stricken aircraft. 

The Kit 

The kit is in quite a large, but thin, cardboard 
box, with a nice piece of artwork on the lid. 
The bottom of the box shows the top and side 
elevations of the completed model with a 
lettered painting guide. Inside is a sealed bag 
containing two grey plastic sprues and a tiny 



The canopy can be open or closed and with 
the cockpit detail being so good it's a crime to 
shut it. However the opening is achieved via two 
large lugs on the side of the canopy which I can't 
believe are representative of the real thing, but 
I'm sure someone will prove me wrong ! 

Final task is to complete the ordnance 
which consist of three Mica and two Magic 
missiles, plus three 2,000ltr fuel tanks, not all 
at the same time, obviously. 

Accuracy 

This proved a difficult task for me, to find the 
correct dimensions when all of my sources 
except Air International Vol 44 No 6 ( June 
1993) gave me approximate figures. 

The figures I do have are length 30ft 23/8 
in and span 35ft 91/8 in. The model scaled 
out at 51ft 2in in length and 33ft 7in span, 
which does seem to be a little out however it 
certainly has the very elegant appearance of 
the original and some of the approximate 
dimensions in other publications are actually 
for larger measurements so I'll leave this one 
open to debate.

Colour Options 

Two options are available, both in the same 
grey, either the Prototype M02 or an Flotille 
1 2F example. The colour given is No 374 (Silky 
Matt Grey) but no other reference is given, so I 
had to make an educated guess. I actually 
started by priming the model with Tamiya 
XF-66 (Light Grey) followed by spraying over 
the panel lines with Tamiya X- 1 ( Black) to give 
some colour contrast. I then coated the whole 
kit with Aeromaster 9053 (Neutral Grey) which 
seemed close to the colour photos I've got. 

Decafs 

The decal sheet is of a reasonable size with 
absolutely loads of stencil detail, which will 
keep you busy for many an hour due to every 
decal being of such a tiny size. T he colour 
density and register are very good. The sheet 
has a gloss finish with only a tiny amount of 
carrier to each decal so no trimming is 
necessary. I used Micro Set to settle them 
down over a coating of Johnsons Klear with no 
adverse effects. 

Decal Rating = 9/10 



wet and dry at the joints. Be warned! Fit the 
fuselage tail cone into place before gluing on 
the rudder or you will have to break the 
rudder off again to fit it (guess how I found 
that out!). 

The rest of the model goes together well 
but the position of the undercarriage is not 
very clear as the location holes in the 
fuselage bottom arc hardly visible. The wing- 
mounted pitot tube, fuselage and under-wing 
grab handles have to be made up from 
stretched sprue. 

The radiator and oil cooler were painted 
Copper, tail skid Wood with a Steel tip. The 
wheels were painted Polished Aluminium 
with Matt Black tyres, the tread being 
over-painted with dark grey to give that used 
look. The propeller was given a coat of Dark 
Brown and then dry brushed with Dark Earth 
to try and give it that carved laminated look. 
It was then varnished to give it a shine. 

The wings, rudder, tail-plane, engine 
cowling, spinner and undercarriage were 
painted Polished Aluminium with the fuselage 
being painted Aluminium to try and show the 
difference between the wooden fuselage and 
the metal components. The nose-mounted 
machine guns were picked out in Gunmetal. 

The dccals were then applied, followed by 
the tiny windscreen. 

Accuracy 

The instruction sheet gives the span as 10.8m 
and the length as 8.2m. My model measured 
up the same and looks like its grainy 
photograph (found in The Encyclopaedia of 
World Aircraft) and the plans printed on the 
bottom of the box. I was unable to find any 



Conclusion & Recommendation 

After getting over my own personal bias 
against the subject matter this kit turned 
into a real joy to make. When complete it's 
quite an eye catcher and goes together so 
easily that anybody should be able to turn 
this into a tremendous finished product, 
even the absolute beginner, so it definitely 
comes very highly recommended. 

Please can somebody now make an F-8 
Crusader to the same quality, I will be 
eternally grateful.

Decals 

There are just two, one for each side of the 
fuselage. They are matt with a little carrier 
film and are stapled to the instruction sheet 
so it's harder to lose them. The decals slid off 
the backing sheet after a few seconds in 
lukewarm water, did not curl or break up and 
slid nicely for easy positioning. The backing 
film does show up on the fuselage sides 
though, so I gave them a coat of matt varnish 
which solved the problem. 
Decal Rating = 9/10 

Colour Options 

There is only one option with Polished 
Aluminium wings, engine cowling and tail 
surfaces and plain Aluminium on the 
fuselage. You arc given the detail colours as 
Humbrol and Testors numbers. The only 
photo I could find was in black and white 
showing an I - 1 standing in the snow, 
apparently in a natural metal finish. The box- 
top illustration shows two I-l's in a dirty 
green-grey. 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

I have seen this model advertised at £5.49 
which is reasonable for this rare little aircraft. 
The model goes together well, the 
Instructions are quite good and anyone could 
make a reasonable model from this kit.

The Kit 

The subject of this kit is the anti-tank variant 
of the two-seat, swept wing II-2 Type 2. It 
features the wooden wing and tail, suggesting 
a machine produced around 1943. 

The kit consists of a "standard" 11-2 (in 
light grey plastic) plus additional parts (in 
dark grey) for this particular variant, in this 
case the wooden wings and NS37 cannon plus 
some redundant RSI 32 rockets. 

The parts are well- moulded with recessed 
panel lines but with some minor flash. All are 
left to rattle around with the transparencies, 
instructions and decals in the box. This may 
have contributed to the broken tail-wheel leg 
in my example, repaired with stretched sprue. 

Instructions 

A single sheet is provided, with text in 
Russian, English, French and German. 
Illustrations and line art are of good quality 



with detailed views of the forward cockpit and 
landing gear. 

Paint references are given for Humbrol and 
Agama paints, although Humbrol reference 
HUM is given for both "white" and "rust". 

The instructions, crucially, do not indicate 
that the RSI 32 rockets, 23mm machine guns 
and bombs should be omitted for this variant, 
nor that the rocket rails and 23mm machine 
gun housing actually need to be removed 
from the wing sections - otherwise you will 
end up with an impressively armed aircraft 
alright, but one incapable of flight ! 

Reference to a reliable source is 
mandatory for this kit; I used the excellent 
"1L-2 Sturmovik in action" from 
Squadron/Signal publications. 

Construction 

The kit goes together reasonably well at first 
but requires some work when combining 
the main sub-assemblies i.e. wing, fuselage 
and interior. 

The cockpit is well detailed despite the 
"blobby" sidewall detail and 1 only added my 
usual masking tape harness straps. You also 
get a nice undercarriage and wheel bay area. 
The fit of the fuselage halves was not 
particularly good and care must be taken 
ensure that the right and left tailplane roots 
are true and one does not end up sitting 
higher than the other. 

Do not attempt to cement part 13 (pan of 
the air intake channel) to the top of part 12 
(the exhaust) as indicated in stage 6 of the 
instructions and then expect part 13 to fit 
snugly in place within the fuselage - it won't!! 
Part 13 is best fitted individually after the 
fuselage halves have been glued together but 
before the wing centre section is fitted. 



Furthermore, the cockpit assembly will not 
fit into the wing centre section as you need to 
pare away the sides and front of the cockpit 
well. Part 31 also needs to be clipped back in 
order that the fuselage can be located over the 
cockpit assembly in the centre wing section. 

Whilst on the subject of things that don't 
fit, the landing light makes no attempt to 
follow the taper of the wing leading edge. I just 
glued it in place and then sanded it down to 
the line, following up with polishing grade 
paper and Johnson's Klear. 

The NS37 cannon gondolas are a 
particularly poor fit and copious quantities of 
filler will be required to build up the leading 
edge so it meets the leading edge of the wing. 

The intakes at the side and underside of 
the nose are separate items which have to be 
pared away in order to sit properly. 

The outer wings simply butt onto the 
centre section and care is required here to 
continue the dihedral. I had to use a fillet of 
10 thou plastic card at one point. 

The four-part canopy is adequately 
transparent but its thickness means that both 
sections of armour plate (parts 32 8c 79) need 
to be "trimmed" to allow the canopies to fit. 

Minor omissions include the 7.62 
machine guns (which are retained on this 
variant), pitot tube and gun-sight - all 
quickly rectified with stretched sprue. 

Accuracy 

The model scales out exactly in length 
(38ft lin) and wingspan (47ft 1 lin) with the 
prototype, according to my principal source, 
and captures the overall stance and look of the 
prototype well. 

Colour Options 

Two options are offered but, inexplicably, 
decals are only supplied for the first option! 
This is an unidentified, winter-camouflaged 



machine; recommended colours are white 
(HUM) over aircraft blue (HU65). The second 
option is that of a brown (HU150) and Forest 
Green (HU 186) aircraft of the Black Sea Fleet, 
date unknown. 

Decals 

Having "chosen" the winter version, I masked 
and sprayed the model with Humbrol Forest 
Green (HU 1 50) followed by a coat of white - 
which was then weathered using scalpel and 
glassfibre pencil. 

The decal sheet consists of propeller 
stencils, work numbers, national insignia and 
unit numbers but they suffered from 
excessive fragmentation despite spraying 
them with matt varnish. I had to source 
under-wing stars from the spares box. Once 
applied onto a coat of Johnson's Klear, they 
bedded down well with no sign of carrier - if 
only they didn't break up! 

Decal Rating = 2/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Well, despite the problems encountered and 
the poor decals, I can still recommend this kit. 
With some effort and a little care, the resultant 
model is one of the best representations of the 
Sturmovik available in this scale, especially 
given the choice of variant.

The Kit 

Moulded in light grey and with very fine 
engraving, this is a definite improvement over 
the slightly below par previous kit. The best 
part is the completely transparent cockpit 
area, including part of the fuselage roof. The 
fuselage contains no other clear windows. 



Instructions 

The instructions are printed on a two-page A4 
brochure (four sides), large drawings, very 
clear with painting instructions for 
sub-assemblies and a full side two-plan view 
for overall painting which is large enough to 
see properly. The part numbers for the wing 
fairings have been switched: 31 and 33 should 
be 32 and 34, and vice versa. 

Construction 

The kit fits together very well but could do 
with another pin halfway along the fuselage at 
the top as this is quite weak when first 
assembled, until the glue dries. The main 
undercarriage wells need to be boxed from 
inside but this is not visible from above. 
Another part that is also not visible from 
above is a pin in the upper area of the engine 
intake, nothing a little sanding won't cure. The 
only problem area is that the front 
undercarriage leg is missing a wheel pin; this 
has shown up on all kits so far and looks like a 
fault in the mould. 

Accuracy 

Well, it certainly looks like a 737-300 but it 
does have a few faults, all of which arc minor 
and do not detract from the kit in my opinion. 
I have listed them here just for information 
and not as a moan. The model is 1.5mm too 



long and the rear fuselage underside is not 
quite right, as it appears too flat when placed 
against Boeing drawings. The doors that are 
engraved are incorrect in size and some in 
placement. The characteristic Boeing lobe 
crease is absent. The engine upper pylon 
fairing on top of the wing is the wrong shape 
where it meets the upper wing. All of these 
problems can be fixed fairly easily if you feel 
the need to. 

Colour Options 

All over aluminium with a light grey tail fin 
and tailplanes. The wings are a mixture of fiat 
aluminium and aluminium, not the easiest 
scheme that could have been chosen. 

Decals 

The kit comes with markings for an American 
Airlines aircraft, N674AA, which is a strange 
choice as these ex- Air Cal aircraft were not in 
service with AA for long. The decals adhered 
well and there was no noticeable silvering. You 
will need to use your regular sol/set to shape 
the nose stripes and get them to sit straight, 
but there was no adverse effects with the 
Micro Sol/Set that I used. 

The decals do have a few faults. The blue in 
the fuselage stripe is too dark and the door 
outlines are not in the correct colour. The 
biggest omission is the black anti-glare panel 



for the nose. The US flag only has 48 stars, not 
something I noticed immediately until it was 
pointed out to me. A nice touch is the spiral 
decals for the engine spinners, but make sure 
you put them on during assembly as it is 
almost impossible to do afterwards. Personally 
I think there should also have been a cockpit 
window decal to go with the fuselage windows. 

Decal Rating = 8/10 (quality) 8c 4/10 
(accuracy) 

Note: I imagine the majority of these kits 
sold will be getting after- market decals from 
the usual sources so I do not think this is 
too important. 

Conclusion and Recommendations 

Definite value for money, long awaited and it 
met expectations. I have a pile and am just 
awaiting decal sheets before building more. 
Well done Minicratt.

The Kit 

When the A- 1 2 Avenger was cancelled in 1 99 1 
a replacement for the geriatric A-6 Intruder 
was needed. The F- 18 has been in service tor 
some time and McDonnell-Douglas have 
proposed an update of this design, well update 
is a bit of an understatement; the airframe has 
been stretched by 2' 10", the wing increased by 
100 square feet and more powerful and fuel- 
efficient engines have helped to increase range 
by 40%. A re-design of the inlets and the 
addition of sawtooths to the undercarriage 



doors has led to the aircraft having the ultra 
saleable 'Stealth' feature. The aircraft is due to 
join the US fleet in 2002 and this is the first 
model of the new Super Hornet. 

On opening the box, first impressions were 
a bit mixed, some nice detailing to the 
undercarriage and fuselage grills stand out 
but unusually for a new Italcri kit, so does the 
flash on a lot of the parts. The instructions are 
ltaleri's usual style with clear guidelines to 
painting as assembly progresses. 

Construction 

The cockpit is a bit basic and benefits from 
careful painting. There is obvious provision 
for a two-seater variant with separate top 
decking to the fuselage. The breakdown of the 
main body is quite complicated due to the 
complex curvature of the real thing. The fit of 
most parts is only adequate and I used 
superglue with an accelerator as a filler. The 
worst area was the new square intakes, as 
these took some juggling to get a good fit and 
left a number of hard to reach seams. Next 
time I would make up some FOD covers out of 
Plasticard to hide this area. 

There is one obvious mistake to correct: 
the top fuselage has a nicely engraved separate 
airbrake which can be shown open or closed, 
but this is a feature of the old F- 18 not the 
Super Hornet. I installed the airbrake closed 



and filled the seams with Tippex.then re- 
engraved the rear fuselage to hide this join. 
The wings and rudder were a good fit and 
there are a number of small parts to glue onto 
the fuselage and lower wings. As 1 said earlier, 
the undercarriage features some nice details 
and after spraying with Halford's white primer 
a black acrylic wash brought out the details. A 
full weapons load is provided featuring 
Sidewinders, AIM 120, Harpoon and Slams 
plus the unusual looking JSOW. Once these are 
loaded the F/A- 181: must need all its improved 
thrust to leave the carrier deck. 

Accuracy 

The real aircraft measures 44' 8" wingspan 
with a length of 60' 1 ". The model measures 
up at 44' 1" wingspan and length of 59' 6"; this 
in my view is acceptable in this scale. The 
increased length and wingspan was very 
noticeable when the kit was placed next to 
Hasegawa's 17 A I8( . 

Colour Options 

Markings are supplied for the first production 
aircraft in the first tactical light and dark 
Ghost Grey scheme. The model was painted 
in AeroMaster Acrylics then given a coat of 
gloss varnish. 

Decals 

All the individual markings went on well with 
a small amount of Micro Sol and Set. The 
printing on the nose art is very good and it is 



interesting to note the tail markings of VF-142 
'Ghost Riders' on one fin and No. 401 
Squadron Canadian Air Force on the other. 
Obviously McDonnell-Douglas are aiming at 
the export market for current operators of the 
F/A- 1 8A. My only criticism of the decals was 
the star and bar above the wing which was too 
light and cannot be seen on the model. (I wish 
the first production F- 18E had been more like 
the F/A-18A in white, blue and gold, but we 
can't have everything!). 
Decal Rating = 7/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

This kit was a little bit of a struggle to finish 
well, but has helped improve my use of 
superglue as a filler, so though a little 
disappointed with the quality it has helped me 
on my learning curve to making better 
models. 1 would recommend it to any 
modeller with a few kits under their belt as, 
despite the problems, the finished kit is worth 
the effort involved.

The Kit 

Described as a limited edition kit.A-Model 
from Ukraine has come up with an early WW2 
Soviet fighter seen in this scale to my 
knowledge only once, by Classic Airframes a 
couple of years ago. At first glance, A- Model's 
MiG looks like a hard task. The parts come in 
soft white plastic on four sprues, but nearly all 
of them need trimming for tlash, while the 
mouldings, including the canopy transparency, 
are quite thick. The engraved panel lines are a 
welcome feature and an extra touch is the 
inclusion of a pair of black rubber tyres. 

Instructions 

These are very cramped but clear enough and 



shouldn't really present a problem for most 
modellers. Using only a smattering of English, 
the four- sided instructions are short and to 
the point. There's a sprue-parts diagram to 
number the parts, then just a three-stage 
assembly with quite a lot packed in to a small 
space. Black and white line drawings showing 
markings and paint schemes for no fewer 
than seven aircraft make up the last pages. 

Construction 

I began with the cockpit interior, which is built 
onto the wing/lower fuselage assembly. 
Unusually, this is stage two according to the 
instructions, while stage one is the fuselage, 
propeller and tailplane assembly. Immediately 
I encountered a terrible fit of the main 
components. Care has to be taken when 
cleaning up and sanding the soft plastic parts 
not to distort their proper shape. Even so, a 
glaring gap appears between wing and 
fuselage assemblies which needs a lot of filler. 

Problems caused by poorly fitting parts 
dogged the entire construction. The rudder 
won't fit if the two hinges (parts C3, C4) are 
attached, likewise the ailerons have to be 
shaved down and two edging hinges (1)4) 
omitted entirely to fit them into the wing 
properly. The engine and machine-gun 
breeches cover (part C5) needs a lot of filing to 
get in place - 1 could go on. 

Accuracy 

Bill Gunston's Encyclopedia of Russian Aircraft 
gives the wingspan of the MiG-3 as 10.2 
metres and length at 8.25 metres. According to 
my measurements, the model measures out to 
a vale span ot 4.48 metres and length of 8.1b 
metres. Apart from this source, I found two 
other good articles on this plane: one in SAMI 



July 1998 by Richard Caruana, the other in Air 
Enthusiast (18) April-July 1982. 

Colour Options 

Vague colour descriptions in English, e.g. Dark 
Green, Russian Matt Green, are given for the 
various camouflage schemes, and at points in 
the assembly, such as cockpit interior, 
exhausts, wheel-wells. But no western colour 
manufacturers' paint codes arc referred to and 
it's largely a matter of guesswork and your 
own research when it comes to deciding on 
the right colours. I opted for Humbrol 1 14 over 
H 120 for the upper camouflaged surface, and 
H 1 1 5 for the under-surfaccs. There are 
however, plenty of brash patriotic slogans in 
Cyrillic (For the Motherland, For Stalin etc.) 
and the option tor a winter white scheme with 
red wings and spinner. 

Decals 

These were not too bad, considering my 
expectations by this stage. The decals are quite 



thin and I found the red stars a little 
transparent over my dark painted surfaces. The 
whole decal sheet is held together by an overall 
carrier film, so each marking will need cutting 
out separately to avoid excess film appearing on 
the model. I sealed mine down with Klear. 
Decal Rating = 5/10 

Conclusions 

I would recommend this kit only to the most 
patient of modellers, who are happy to give a 
lot of attention to cleaning every single part 
and who are prepared for a lot of fit problems, 
filling, sanding and extra detailing. There is an 
overall lack of refinement that should be 
possible in a kit of this scale, however, one is 
left with a basically accurate result in the end 
despite assembly problems. I have to say only 
just' recommended.

The Kit 

This kit shares all but the fuselage, fin and 
cowling with the earlier Snipe comprising 
three sprues to the same high quality 
standard, in strong light grey plastic. As 
before, there are no clear parts and a 
windscreen must be fabricated from dear 
acetate. 

Instructions 

These follow the standard comprehensive 
Toko format of eight loose-leaf pages with 
brief type history and technical 
specifications, sprue identification diagram, 
exploded construction diagrams and three 
pages of painting and decal instructions. 

A ninth sheet carries revised painting 
instructions and shows how the section of 
"Snipe" front lower fuselage attached to the 
lower wing should be removed to fit the 
Salamander fuselage supplied. Rigging 
notes are not supplied, but references to the 
identically rigged Snipe are not hard to find. 

Construction 

An instrument panel, joystick, pedals and 
seat are provided; however purists will note 
that the Salamander/Snipe cockpit was a 
crowded place with the seat mounted 
directly on a large 'L' section fuel tank rather 
than on a two- foot pole sprouting from the 
floor. Granted there is not much to see when 
the fuselage is closed, but reference to the 
photograph of the uncovered Snipe front 
end on page 247 of Putnam's Sopwith 



Aircraft 1912-1 920, will give a very good 
idea of the likely layout for the Salamander. 

Detailed, or not, the fuselage goes 
together without fuss, whilst a little filler 
was required on my sample to blend in the 
lower fuselage/wing contours. The left rear 
outer strut socket on the lower main plane 
was not quite aligned with the one in front, 
but this was easily corrected at this stage 
with a touch of filler and a fine drill. 

Reference to original photographs shows 
that Sopwith aircraft including the 
Salamander had very fine finishes and the 
vertical panel detail on the 6501b armoured 
tub forming the cockpit and front of the 
aircraft seemed far too heavy, so it was 
removed with a scalpel. 

Builders need to decide which of the two 
optional tail fins to use and I chose to use 
the Snipe type tail representative of a late 
production machine rather than the earlier 
horn-balanced unit. 

A fine drill was used to prepare the 
model for rigging after painting and fitting 
the lower mainplane. 

At this point I suffered "Modeller's Block" 
...originally I had intended to produce the 
psychedelic trial camouflage scheme 
depicted on the box, but I couldn't go 
through with it and painted the model in 
standard RAF finish and added the decals, 
engine, cowling and guns. One of the guns 
has to be shortened to produce the 
characteristic stagger of production aircraft. 

The instructions recommend 4mm, 
which equates to one scale foot. Putnam's 
references refer to a few inches of stagger 
and the Harleyford's scale drawings referred 
to below show about 2mm. This is relevant, 
when the relative position of the breeches in 
the cockpit are considered. Could a pilot 
strapped securely in cope with one foot 
extra reach to the right hand machine gun 
cocking handle? I think not and settled for 
2mm, but I am willing to stand corrected if 
reliable information is available. 

Sticklers for accuracy may also wish to 
note that some aircraft sported a cooling 
louvre or open access hole in the lower 
cowling. However, there was no evidence 
that either of the two machines depicted by 
the decal sheet had them before this review 
was completed and so this feature was not 
added. 

Thus to the main event, strutting and 
fixing the top wing. Harleyford's l ighter 
Aircraft of the 1 9 1 4- 1 9 1 8 War has an 
excellent l/72nd scale drawing of the type 
and I was able to measure the stagger at a 



fraction under 20 degrees and constructed a 
jig to hold the fuselage and align upper and 
lower main-planes. There are those who 
may be able to fit twelve struts and establish 
perfect alignment, but I suspect that this is a 
very rare talent. Even with the jig I had three 
attempts before being content with the 
result. The plan was to fit the wing struts 
first and fit the fuselage wing struts after the 
first set had dried firmly in position. This 
proved a good plan as the front cabane 
struts fitted perfectly, but the rear pair had 
to be shortened to fit and preserve the 
correct stagger and incidence. 
Undercarriage and propeller were added 
with a sense of achievement tinged with 
relief. Readers will notice that I opted to 
photograph the model at this stage rather 
than risk damage during rigging! 

Accuracy 

Dimensionally this appears to be an 
acceptably accurate kit, which captures the 
look of the subject admirably. 

Toko sensibly used Snipe wings, which I 
believe to be near 100% accurate and so the 
Salamander is fractionally short on span, 
but the difference is so small as to be 
imperceptible. My kit turned out to be about 
six scale inches too long according to 
published figures, possibly due to fitting the 
"Snipe" tail, but whereas the wings matched 
the "Harlcyford" plan exactly, the fuselage 
between the cockpit and front of the 
horizontal stabiliser did not. If there is an 
error here then it is a small one, which 
doesn't detract from the kit one iota and 
one which could be easily corrected with a 
file in a few minutes. 

Turning back to Sopwith's standards 
finish, one may argue that the fabric effect is 



overdone both in texture and in the degree 
of rib sag. I suggest that a touch of emery 
will solve the first problem, whilst the 
second seems a small price to pay from a 
very excellent model of a rare and fabulous 
beast. 

Decals 

These were glossy, sharp, well printed, 
adhered well, were in register with good 
colour density. 

The rudder markings were probably 
designed to fit the earlier style rudder and 
are fractionally too small for the Snipe unit 
that 1 fitted, but a touch of paint resolved 
this easily. 

Decal Rating = 9/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Another pearl from Toko which deserves the 
attention of all experienced modellers, who 
should be encouraged to make it in large 
numbers. Less experienced biplane addicts 
may wish to cut their teeth on the Nieuport 
1 1 and Siemens Schuckert I). II I also from 
Toko. 

The only source of grief centres on fitting 
the struts and top wing. Given the size of the 
modelling after- market it is amazing that 
any adjustable, re-usable commercial jig 
system(s) are not readily available for until 
they are, excellent and desirable kits like this 
will not enjoy the widespread popularity 
they surely deserve. Sadly then, it is down to 
DIY jigs to achieve a satisfactory outcome.

The new flap itself has the rear 
section of the inner nacelle as a separate 
part and the task is completed with the four 
(two each side) couplings and springs that 
operate these units. All the actual hinges are 
moulded onto the flap itself, so the strength 
of the completed assembly should be very 
good indeed.

This is later replaced with 
a resin ring and a new vac- formed clear 
dome. Some KP-29Ps retained the standard 
side blisters, but if you wish to have the 
windows fitted in their place, this set 
includes the plugs for the holes and clear 
plastic sheet to make up the new windows. 
All five emergency dump vents in the port 



bomb bay doors are also included and the 
final tasks are to replace each propeller in 
the kit with the new four-blade versions, 
and to fit the massive boom assembly at the 
rear. This final element comes in ten pieces, 
and some clearing up of the thin film of 
resin within the framework of the boom 
arms will be required.

I think that the warning that comes with 
this set, "contains very large resin items!" is 
very apt, as the new flaps in this set remind 
me of those huge chunky 'unbreakable' 
rulers I had at school, as each flap is 24cm 
long! 

As with the smaller version, this set 
offers the flaps, nacelle 'plugs' hinges, 
springs and 'inner' insert. The final item is 
unlike the l/72nd scale version, as it is not 
an insert as such. The entire flap area has to 
be removed from the kit's wing, and the new 
insert does include all the interior ribs, but 
it also includes the upper wing surface as 



well. The rear of kit parts 43 and 44 
(undercarriage inserts) will have to be 
trimmed by 8mm, as the truncated nacelle 
will expose this area and will not allow the 
'plugs' to be installed at the back of the 
nacelle. 

Conclusion 

Well, as always with Paragon Designs, these 
latest sets are to the highest possible 
standard. The resin pieces are beautifully 
cast and the detail is great. The KB-29P 
conversion is a real stunner, and makes me 
want to go and build it. As far as the flaps go 
they are one of those sets that is best 
approached in this manner, as scratch 
building all of that with enough strength 
would be a real task. The l/48th scale set 
though... Wow!

■ History 

The Super Sabre was born of auspicious 
origins on December 7 1951 when the USAF 
(United States Air Force) re-designated 
Sabre 45, the YF- 100A. This was the birth of 
a long line of Century series fighters that 
were to serve as the consummate Cold War 
supersonic fighters. The Century series 
fighter would serve for three decades in 
various airforces across the globe. The 
prototype YF- 100A and the early F- 1 00A 
were essentially test platforms for later 
models. The early airframes (F- 100A) 
produced the first operational supersonic- 
fighter on May 25 1953. The word 
'operational' was defined in its most liberal 
form. In cold war tradition we wanted to 
beat the Russians to it. 

The airframe was far from being trouble- 
free. There were some early fatal accidents 
that displayed major flaws in the airframe. 
These were corrected over time. The 
powerplant was the new Pratt and Whitney 
J-57-P-7, which created 9,500 lbs of thrust 
at full military power and 14,250 lbs of 
thrust with the use of the afterburner. This 
powerplant proved to be reliable but could 
be prone to compressor stalls in various 
unstable aerodynamic manoeuvres. On 
October 29 1953 Peter Everest flew the 



YF- 100 A to the then new world speed 
record of 755.149 miles per hour. The 
prototype was put into production in the 
F- 100 series and these proved problematic 
as the vertical tail was too small to maintain 
directional stability, and in some cases this 
created a loss of yaw control. This yawing 
instability proved disastrous in supersonic 
flight. After George Welch's fatal accident of 
October 12 1954, the North American F-100 
was grounded until these flaws were dealt 
with. The solution was simply a larger 
vertical tail surface area. Along with the new 
vertical tail the wings were extended in span 
and area, which compensated for the change 
of the centre of gravity. These modified 
F-100 As went back into service in February 
1955. 

The Super Sabre did not reach its 
operational potential until the C and 1) 
models were created. The two requirements 
that the USAF requested were fighter- 
bomber capability and more fuel capacity 
(preferably in an integral wing system called 
a 'wet wing'). These were addressed in the 
new design refinements of the C and D 
models. The F- 100C had hard-point 
capability in the carrying of weapon stores 
and the wing was re-designed to be a 'wet- 
wing' capable of internally carrying 451 



gallons of fuel. The first F-100C flew in 
March of 1954. The new Super Sabres 
received the Pratt and Whitney I-57-P-21 
with an improved output of 10,200 lbs of 
thrust at military power and 16,000 lbs of 
thrust with afterburner. This along with the 
J-57-P-21-A (this engine had the same 
performance specifications as the P-21) 
were to power all the subsequent Super 
Sabres. 

The F- 100D had been the fruition of 
North American's refinement over three 
years. The I) model had increased wing and 
tail surfaces (the wings were modified to 
include landing flaps) plus the 'buddy' 
refueling system. This created the ultimate 
variant that would serve in the Vietnam 
conflict (1964-1973). This aircraft was a 
dedicated fighter-bomber and the air 
superiority role had been discarded in 
favour of this important mission that had 
been dictated by the conditions met in the 
Korean War ( 1950-53) by the USAF. The D 
model and the latter F two-seater variant 
became the consummate 'Mun' that would 
serve both overseas and in the United States 
Air National Guard. The F-100F was 
produced to combat the high in-service 
accident rate of the F-IOOC and D. The first 
two seat trainer versions were modified

good and the platform served as an 
excellent close-support in-country attack

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aircraft. The'Hun had the uncanny ability to 
take a beating and still take its pilots home, 
an endearing quality even with the inherent 
difficulty of flying this bird. Later on, when 
the air-war intensified over the skies of 
North Vietnam, the Wild Weasel mission 
was born. When the North Vietnamese 
started to employ SAM's (Surface to Air 
Missiles) the USAF started to take heavier 
air losses. To combat this problem, the 
F-100F was converted to the first Wild 
Weasel. These aircraft were modified with 
the RHAW (Radar Homing and Warning) 
IR-133 tuned radar interceptor receiver, 
which would spot and mark the enemy 
radar installations. These missions proved 
somewhat successful during the war. 

The two models I chose to build for this 
historic Century series aircraft were some of 
the most colourful F- 100D and F models. 
The most interesting markings and colours 
for these aircraft were in the early days 
when the Super Sabre was in natural metal 
and flew in the European theatre during the 
Cold War. One of the most famous Super 
Sabres was the 'Triple Ziltch', which was 
flown by Colonel Raymond Toliver 
(Commander of the 20th Air Wing, 77th 
Tactical Fighter Squadron) in Wcathersfield, 
Essex, in 1958. Another interesting subject 
for the two-seat variant in natural metal is a 
bird from the 27th Tactical Fighter Wing, 
522nd Tactical Fighter Squadron. These are 
the subjects that were built in this article. 
They prove to be some of the most 
colour fully marked 'Huns' and that tends to 
attract the modeller (at least this one!) 

■ The Kit and Conversion 

The two kits I chose to build for this historic 
Century series aircraft were the l/48th 
Monogram F- 100 Super Sabre High Tech 
(kit # 5471) and the l/48th Monogram 
F- 100 Super Sabre (kit I 5416). The latter kit 
also served as the conversion base for the C 
8c H Aero Miniatures F- 100F. I also 
employed the Reheat (RH079) F-1001) 
etched brass detail set and the Superscale 
decal sheet (48-80). This amalgamation of 
plastic, resin and etched brass made up into 
a pair of natural metal Super Sabres. The 
conversion from C 8c H Aero represents one 
of the best and most accurate two seat 
F-lOOFs in l/48th scale. The quality of the 
casting and the design of the conversion 
make this a less daunting task. The decals

provided with the C 8c H also alleviate the 
problem of hunting down decals and 
markings for the two-seater. 

The Monogram High Tech kit also 
represents good value for a very accurate 
l/48th Hun. The only major problem with 
the Monogram kit is, of course, the 
pronounced, raised, panel lines. These were 
sanded down and re-scribed in most areas. 
Otherwise the Monogram has stood up well 
against more recently tooled kits. The new 
etched brass details arc a nice touch on this 
re- release of the classic plastic offering. The 
only problem our prospective readers may 
find is that this Monogram High Tech F-100 
(kit # 5471 ) has fallen into the dreaded 
collectable category and the price has 
soared astronomically in the past year or 
two. Actually all the Monogram l/48th 
'Century Series' kits have come into demand 
in the last 2-3 years. Perhaps it's time that 
Revell-Monogram, Tamiya or Hasegawa re- 
tool new Century Series aircraft kits in 
l/48th and l/72nd (watch this space - Ed!). 
All in favour...! 

■ Construction 
F-100F 

The construction, as always, started with the 
cockpit area. Since 1 was building two kits at 
the same time I decided to detail and build 
up both cockpits. I built up the ejection seat 
from the F- 1001) with parts from the Reheat 
set and some copper wire. The seat came 
out nicely and I painted it in the appropriate 
greys and blacks. The F-100F had a resin 
cockpit tub and seats and 1 built those up 
according to C 8c H's instructions. The seats 
varied slightly due to the different mediums, 
but they both built up nicely nevertheless. I 
would have to give the detail edge to the 
injection moulded ejection seats from 
Monogram. Both kits used the same 
instrument panels in the front seat position 
and the F-100F used an extra instrument 
panel provided by C 8c H. As can be seen 
from the photographs, the cockpits of both 
kits build up accurately and quickly. The 
seats were painted various shades of grey 
and the details were picked out with olive 
drab, black and various shades of mctallics. 
The head rest and arm rest were painted 
Insignia red and the ejection seat pull- 
handles were painted yellow and black. 

Once the cockpits were assembled and 
painted to my satisfaction my attention 
turned to the fuselage and wing assembly. 
Since the fuselage halves assemble in a top 
to bottom format rather than right to left, 
the wings were assembled before the 
fuselage halves were joined. The wings are a 
very simple construction of just the top and 
bottom sections. The fuselage halves had to 
be dry-fitted and sanded down accordingly. 
The resin halves from the C 8c H conversion 
were identical in construction style to 
Monogram's. Careful sanding and fitting 
here will avoid excessive filling later on in 
the construction sequence. After what 
seemed like an eternity (since it took place 
over a series of evenings) the C 8c H resin 
fuselage halves were ready for assembly. The 
major fitting problem occurred between the 
nose intake piece and the fuselage tub area. 
Just make sure during this step that the 
fuselage halves line up correctly before you 
commit to the Superglue. It's like putting 
spark plugs in your engine with mittens on.

The etched afterburner rings from the kit's 
etched fret 

All did turn out well though, with a little 
patience and of course the occasional use of 
familial slang and euphemisms! The one 
thing that has to be done after the fuselage 
is assembled is that the horizontal 
stabilators from the Monogram fuselage 
have to be removed and re-attached to the 
resin F- 100F fuselage. Out with my trusty 
razor saw and jeweller's saw and off with 
the stabilators. Just be careful to keep the 
cut flush with the Monogram fuselage. They 
were then re-attached to the C 8c H F-100F

fuselage. Not a real problem, but you must 
maintain the vertical axis of the aircraft and 
attach the stabilators evenly. Once that was 
completed I dry fitted and sanded the tail 
and burner exhaust. These parts fit 
reasonably well to the C 8c H fuselage with 
only slight filling needed. Good job John! I 
then proceeded to fill and sand all the 
bumps and imperfections. This is 
particularly important since the airframe 
will be finished in natural metal (so there is 
no primer coat on either of these kits). Once 




The model all together and awaiting the start of painting 
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everything was tended to, the airframe was 
put aside and my attention now turned to 
the Monogram F- 100D High Tech kit. 

■ F-100D 

The Monogram kit went together in similar 
fashion to the C & H F-IOOF. The etched 
brass elements in the Reheat set added 
some nice detail to the interior. The painting 
of the Monogram F- 100D cockpit was 
identical to the aforementioned F- 100F. 
Once the cockpit tub was put into place, the 
wing was fitted and glued into place with 
the top and bottom fuselage halves. These 
went together without incident and were a 
very good fit. This kit was produced in 
Monogram's heyday and represents some of

the best tooling then, and holds up rather 
well to today's kits, minus the raised panel 
lines. 

The detail parts that were unique to the 
Monogram F- 100D kit were the etched brass 
wing fences and the turbine detail on the 
inside of the exhaust. The turbine detail was 
painted with Testers Steel and glued into 
place. It adds a nice touch to the rear burner 
exhaust area. The wing fences are shown in 
the photograph in comparison to the 
injection moulded examples. The etched 
elements have finer detail and were added 
to the wings with a small spot of superglue. 
I then proceeded to sand and blend the 
wing area around the wing fence. From here 
on out, the construction sequence of the two 
aircraft go through an identical process, so 
they will be combined. 

■ The F-100D & F-100F 

Once the airframe was constructed I put it 
aside and concentrated on the detail parts; 
including the gear doors, access panels, 
airbrake, wheels, the leading edge wing 
slats, and the landing gear oleos. These were 
sprayed with Testors Model Master 
Aluminium Plate (Buffing Metalizer 1410) 
on the outside area and allowed to dry 
overnight and then subsequently sprayed 
with Testors Interior Green on the inside 
areas. On the F- 100D the access areas 
around the 20-millimeter cannons were also 
painted with Testors Interior Green. Both 
kits had the landing gear wells and airbrake 
wells painted with Testors Interior Green to 
finish off the detail painting. 

The next areas for construction were the 
450 gallon external wing fuel tanks. They 
were identical on both aircraft so I glued the 
halves together and then proceeded to fill 
the seams with Gunze Sangyo Mr. Surfacer 
500. This stuff works wonders on small 
seam areas and requires little or no sanding. 
The excess can be cleaned up with simple 
Isopropyl Alcohol. Once the surface was

smoothed and polished the tanks were 
attached to a piece of fuse wire with a drop 
of Superglue and then painted with Testors 
Aluminium Plate ( Buffing Metalizer 1410). 
The airframes of both aircraft were then 
masked off and prepared for painting. 

■ Painting 

As mentioned in previous articles I use 
Testors Model Master Aluminium Plate 
(Buffing Metalizer 1410) and this system 
involves some steps that have been previous 
outlined. Both airframes were polished with 
Novus plastic polish and then washed down 
thoroughly. I airbrushed both airframes and 
allowed them to dry overnight. I then 
proceeded to buff out the entire airframe. 
During this process I noticed that I had 
buffed through some of the areas on the 
resin fuselage of the F- 100F. I then 
proceeded to re-airbrush that particular 
airframe and buffed in the paint. A 
particular feature of this system is the 
ability to buff the paint to different sheens. I 
did this on certain panels on the main 
wings, vertical stabilators, tail and fuselage. 
This makes for a much more realistic 
natural metal finish. To further the shine, 1 
buffed in some SnJ Aluminium powder and 
this integrates well with the Testors system 
(I also discovered that it works well with the 
AS- 12 Tamiya Bare Metal Silver spray can 
paint, which can be masked with tape; think 
of the possibilities, 1 will be trying this 
system in the future!!) Once the panels were 
buffed to my liking I masked off the exhaust 
nozzle area with wet newspaper and created 
the heated metal look, which is indicative of 
all the 'Huns', with Tamiya Smoke. This 
created the burnt look and dries rather 
quickly. I then over-sprayed with Testors 
Buffing Metalizer Titanium to create the 
slight sheen that is on the burnt area. I was 
pleased with the look of the exhaust area; it 



needs to be done subtly. I also painted the 
canopies and windscreens of both aircraft 
during this time, which were masked off 
with Tamiya masking tape (I find this tape 
to be the best stuff to mask canopies with 
which can be seen in the photographs). On 
the F- 100F I masked off the tail tip with wet 
newspaper and sprayed the tip with Gunze 
Sangyo Aircraft Grey. Now both airframes 
were completely painted and ready for those 
colourful decals! 

■ Decals 

As stated before I used the Superscale sheet 
combined with the Monogram sheet for the 
F- 100D and I used the decal sheet 
(produced by Flightline) provided by C & H 
Aero for the F- 100F. These decals went on 
with no incident except for the Superscale 
fuselage red lightening bolt. This was the 
only decal on the sheet that disintegrated on 
contact with the water. The other decals 
strangely were intact. Luckily the 
Monogram decals were identical so I 
employed them. They were well printed and 
in register. I found them to be rugged and 
easily manipulated on the surface. They also 
settled down nicely with some Micro-Sol. 
The decals from C & H Aero were thin and 
adhered well, but once they arc in place they 
are difficult to position. My 
recommendation is to put them in place and 
move them very little, if at all. The markings 
on the wing tanks and the tail needed to be 
filled in with a gloss red paint. I again used 
Gunze Sangyo acrylics to accomplish this 
task. 

The decals make for some interesting 
'Huns' and for a colourful bird against all 
those camouflaged aircraft of the same era, 
besides it makes for a more challenging 
task. I guess I am a sort of masochist when 
it comes to natural metal finishes, with this 
bird and the Voodoo I did previously, one

can imagine. I plan to finish the F-104C in 
natural metal also. Put your sunglasses on to 
view these babies in the sunlight! 

■ Undercarriage 

At this stage the undercarriage oleos and 
wheels were painted and then attached. 
Since most of the preparation had been 
done, this task did not take very long at all 
on either aircraft. I painted the wheels with 
Gunze Sangyo tyre black and brushed a 
wash of flat black over the wheels and brake 
line areas of the landing gear. I also used the 
same wash on the inside of the wheel wells 
and access areas on the F- 1001). This makes 
for a more realistic looking aircraft since 
these areas displayed heavy wear even on 
relatively new airframes. These models 
(both the straight Monogram kit and the C 
& H Aero conversion) do not need any 
weight in the nose for they do not tail-sit at 
all. That makes life a little less complicated. 

Once they were standing on their own 
legs, I decided to attach the wing tanks and 
pylons. Again this was an easy task due to 
the preparatory work. The nose pitots and 
refuelling probes were attached at this point. 
The canopy brace was attached to the 
Monogram F- 1001) and went on with little 
trouble. The windscreen fitted like a dream 
and was glued in place with watch crystal 
cement. The F- 100F was a little more 
troublesome in the canopy department. The 
windscreen fitted on easily, like the F-100D, 
but the canopy was slightly more tiddly. The 
canopy on the F- 100F was a well moulded 
vacuform and was not very difficult to cut 
out. The brace that was put into the mid- 
section was a problem. The resin piece 



provided by C & H Aero was not adequate 
for the job so this was easily remedied with 
strip styrene. It was bent to the contour of 
the canopy and was cemented in place with 
watch crystal cement. The canopy brace 
from the original Monogram kit had to be 
cut down five millimeters in the centre. 
Once this was dry-fitted into position it was 
attached to the main canopy with a drop of 
superglue. Once everything fitted to my 
satisfaction I painted the inside framing of 
both canopies flat black and added the 
appropriate mirrors and then superglued 
the canopies in place - VOILA - a pair of 
completed 'Huns'! 

■ Addendum/Accessories 

The only things I added with these kits were 
a pair of figures from the Hascgawa US 
Pilot/Ground Crew Set B. Since the 
Monogram kits come with the nice access 
ladder I decided to display the aircraft with 
them in position. I put the two figures going 
up the ladder in an imagery scene of a 
scramble alert during the tense Cold War. 1 
like the look of the active aircraft with 
figures milling about. It gives perspective 
and scale in the display. 

■ Conclusions 

A very fulfilling kit and conversion to build. 
1 feel this is an easy enough conversion for 
the beginner to tackle since there is a 
minimal amount of cutting as the whole 
fuselage is provided. The old Monogram kit 
fits very well and is a nice rendition of the 
'Hun in l/48th scale. The C & H Aero 
conversion is the best approach to a 1 /48th 
scale F- 100F and it is a much nicer and 




easier fitting example than the Maintrack 
offering. The conversion supplies a nicely 
moulded fuselage and all the bits needed to 
complete the project, along with a nicely 
printed decal sheet. The Reheat set breathes 
some new life into the older kit and makes 
the High Tech version not worth the 
collector's asking price. Nevertheless, the 
Monogram kits are the only game in town 
for an accurate l/48th scale 'Hun. With the 
aftermarkct products and conversion one is 
treated to a kit that holds up well to today's 
benchmark in modelling. The next stop on 
the Century Series line will be the Convair 
F-1 02 Delta Dagger: the Monogram 
Pro- Modeler is the obvious choice for this

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Ed Heinemann, chief engineer at 
Douglas Aircraft's El Segundo 
factory in Califonia, responded to 
the Navy's Skyraider replacement 
by presenting an aircraft with a 
gross weight less than half of that stipulated 
in the specifications. The small, compact 
'hot-rod' of an attack aircraft was met with 
some caution in official quarters, but what 
was being promised was sufficiently 
impressive to earn Douglas a contract of 20 
aircraft in June 1952. Exactly two years later, 
XA4D-1 (Bu.Aer 137812) was flown for the 
first time by Robert Ryan from Edwards Air 
Force Base. This was but the first small step 
in a development programme lasting 
another two years culminating in 
September 1955 with deck trials on board 
the I'SS Ticonderoga.and the establishment

6B. A new antenna was added just aft of the 
cockpit for the Bendix RTA-41B/RNA-26C; a 
small dorsal fairing just ahead of the anti- 
collision light housed the DFA-73 while an 
Omega (VOR) antenna was fitted in the tail.

of a new world speed record by Lt Gordon 
Gray on October 15, 1955 when 695.127mph

The A-4A 'Skyhawk' joined the United 
States Navy (USN) when on October 26 
1956 VA-72 was declared operational on the 
type, while during that same year the 
improved A-4B performed its initial trials. 
Changes were mainly centred around the 
new rudder design with the characteristic 
scalloped shape, which cured excessive 
vibration encountered with the original 
unit, and the introduction of automatic 
leading edge slats, both features which were 
to be retained for all subsequent versions. 
Over 25 years and 2,960 units later, the 
Skyhawk became the combat aircraft with

landing gear were thoroughly inspected and 
dubious parts repaired or completely 
replaced. A major modification was the 
addition of spoilers, together with the 
change of the AN/ASQ- 17 communication 
system to the Bendix CNA-4. This entailed 
the removal from the nose section of the 
following: UHF/ADF AN/ARA-25, UHF 
comm. AN/ARC-27 and the IFF AN/APX- 



systems, the contract with Douglas also 
included training of both flying and ground 
crews, together with a considerable stock of 
spare parts. 

The first batch of 12 Skyhawks (C-201-2, 
204-7, 209, 211-5) arrived in Argentina on 
October 31, 1966; C-203 was destroyed 
during a training session at NATTU Olathe 
(Kansas) due to fuel pump failure during 
the final landing approach, Cpt. Morel owing 
his life to the zero-zero ejector seat's 
reliability. These aircraft arrived without 
their tail hooks but they were later installed 
as they were considered useful in case of an 
emergency landing. On March 16, 1967 the 
second batch arrived after a ferry flight of 
eight days to their base at Base Aerea Militar 
(BAM) Cornel Pringles in Villa Reynolds, 
San Luis which was being vacated by the 
previous tenants, the last of FAA's Avro 
Lincolns. 

FAA budget restrictions pushed delivery 
dates of the third and fourth batches to June 
1969 (C-226-236) and April 1970 (C-237- 
250) respectively. The first 24 aircraft had 
been delivered in a silver finish with large 
roundels, fin flash and numbers but had 
been painted with earth/green/sky

the longest production run in United States 
history. Its baptism of fire came on August 
5, 1964, when A-4Cs performed their first 
attacks against North Vietnamese refineries 
at Vinh. 

Hawks for Argentina 

In 1965, the Fuerza Aerea Argentina (FAA - 
Argentine Air Force) had about 25 survivors 
of the original 100 Gloster Meteor Mk IVs 
together with as many F-86F-80 Sabres in 
front-line service, clearly not enough to 
retain the delicate balance in such an 
unstable region. So the following year, 50 A- 



4Bs were acquired from surplus USN stocks 
under the'A-4B Remanufacture Program'. 
The Aircraft Modification Division of 
Douglas Aircraft Inc., equipped to modify 
re-bought Skyhawks for export to clients' 
specifications, redesignated the A-4B to 
A-4P due to the number of modifications 
requested by the FAA, although eventually 
Argentine pilots continued to refer to them 
as'Bravos'. 

All aircraft were completely stripped 
down and main components such as 
elevators, flaps, tail and rudder, cockpit 
instrumentation, ejector seat, engines and

Attrition was rather high, for over the 
following 12 years no less than 20 aircraft 
had been lost due to different accidents. 



possession of their long-claimed territories 
- the Falklands Islands, referred to as the 
Malvinas. The first A-4s were sent to Rio 
Gallcgos, Patagonia, on April 13 forming the 
nucleus which became the I and II 
Escuadrones Aeromdviles (Moveable 
Squadrons) which eventually totalled 25 
A-4Ps and 36 pilots. The islands could only 
be reached by Argentine Skyhawks by air- 
to-air refuelling from KC- 1 30 tankers in 
every mission over the 1,500km return trip 
over icy-waters. Their offensive loads 
against naval and ground targets were

30 mm DEFA cannon. Newly installed in 1988 this cannon proved to be more reliable than the previous 
version 



However, the Skyhawks' performance and 
record was considered successful enough to 
seek further supplies, so 25 examples of the 
improved A-4C (C-301-25) were acquired in 
1974 from Lockheed Air Services. The -C 
provided a limited all-weather capability 
thanks to its AN/APG-53 radar while it 
carried five undenting stations instead of 
three. The last six aircraft were received in 
1977, from Area Material Rfo Cuarto where 
they were individually inspected and 
assembled after they had arrived by sea still 
painted in the USN colours. These 'Charlies' 
formed the Grupo 4 de Caza at El 
Plumerillo, Mendoza, at the feet of Fordillera 
de los Andes. 

From 1979 onwards, their radars and 
TACAN were replaced by VLF/Omega Litton 
LTN-21 1, a new radio Thomson CSF 
AVH6 11 altimeter and IFF 2720. Their 
limited air-to-air combat capability enabled 
them to be armed with AA missiles (Rafael 
Shafrir). 

Into Battle 

April 2, 1982 Operation Rosario was 
launched when Argentina decided to take 



Mk. 17 ( 10001b) bombs, or two to four BRP 
125 and 250kg bombs. 

During the time it look the British Lisk 
Force to arrive in the contested region, the 
A-4Ps were engrossed in their training 
especially since naval targets presented a 
completely new and challenging opposition. 



Although the defence of the sea in the area 
was the sole responsibility of the Argentine 
Navy, with its A-4Qs and Super Etcndards, 
FAA were surely to be called for their 
support, and the only chance of survival was 
for a Skyhawk to fly very low and fast (just a 
couple of metres above the sea) and release 
the bombs at point blank range. Eventually 
it was found that this did not leave enough 
time for the bomb to arm itself and explode. 

On May 1, two Charlies were sent armed 
with missiles but found nothing. It was one 
of the few missions flown by the planes of 
the IV Brigada in the anti-aircraft role. On 
May 9, two A-4Cs tried to reach HMS 
Coventry, but crashed in South Jason island, 
flying into a 300-metre mountain in poor 
visibility, killing both pilots (something 
similar happened to a pair of Harriers later 
on). First action for thc'Bravos' against the 
British fleet took place on May 12. HMS 




Brilliant and HMS Glasgow were shelling 
Port Stanley (Puerto Argentino) when two 
flights of Skyhawks zoomed down to attack; 
two aircraft from the first section (Curia) 
were shot down, including the leader (1st Lt. 
Bustos), another crashed into the sea whilst 
trying to avoid Anti Aircraft ( AA) fire, the 
fourth and only survivor returning to base. 
The second section (Oro) led by Cpt Zelaya 
managed to attack HMS Glasgow, putting 
her out of action for the rest of the war, 
losing only one aircraft to 'friendly' fire at 
Darwin. 

May 2 1 , the day of the landings, saw the 
first real action of the 'Charlies' which ended 
in the loss of two out of the four attacking 
aircraft. The section of 'Bravos' led by Cpt 
Carballo suffered technical problems on the 
outward trip, leaving Carballo alone to press 
an attack against HMS Ardent using Mk.17 
bombs, with some sources claiming a hit 
(Ardent was later sunk after attacks by FAA 
Daggers and naval A-4Qs). That same 
evening hits were scored against HMS 
Argonout by Escuadrillas Orion and Leo, 
also put out of action for the rest of the war, 
without any loss for the A-4Ps led by 1st Lt 
Fillipini. Two days later HMS Antelope was 
attacked when 1st Lt Guadagnini leading 
Escuadrilla Trueno was hit by return fire 
and killed after hitting Ardent's mast. It was 
the turn of the four A-4Cs on May 25 which 
attacked HMS Avenger and Fearless at San 
Carlos losing one machine which was hit by 
a Rapier missile, Ttc. Lucero ejected but 
broke both legs in the process. That day the 
'Bravos' lost Cpt Palaver whose C-244 was 
shot down by a missile fired from HMS 
Coventry while Cpt Carballo and wingman 
attacked and damaged HMS Broadsword 
and her Lynx helicopter. This was followed

Beginning of the End 

Surviving Skyhawks, both A-4Bs and -Cs, 
were grouped into the V Brigada Acrca in 
1983 at BAM Reynolds. The weakest point 
which emerged from the war was the A-4's 
l/20mm cannon which failed most of the 
time. So in 1987 these were replaced by the 
more reliable 30mm DEFA 553A-4 of 
indigenous design and manufacture. In 
1989 an Omera 1 10 cinegun was added to 
all the A-4s still in service until removed in 
1989. Different camouflage schemes were 
tried out, though basically the old standard 
version remained in use. All serials and 
roundels were removed leaving only the fin 
flash and serials were painted only inside 
the nose landing gear door. 

Four A-4Bs (C-207, 214, 222, 225) and a 
pair of A-4Cs continued in service until 
December 15, 1998 when they were struck 
off charge, bringing a thirty-four year-old 
saga to an end... well not quite. Their legacy 
has been passed on to a new generation of 
Skyhawks, the A-4AR 'Fighting Hawks', 
which are a far cry from the men and 
machines who fought a war against ships in 
the 1980s using tactics of the 'forties and 
aircraft of the 'fifties. 
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A4B, C-203 on the 28/07/66 after arrival at NATTU Olathe just four days before its destruction in a 
landing accident caused by a faulty valve. The aircraft lost power and crashed landed but the pilot 
ejected just in time 



by another pair led by Lt Velazco in C-207 
which hit HMS Coventry, the ship sinking in 
less than 30 minutes, both aircraft returning 
safely to base marking the most successful 
operation of the whole war for the A-4Bs. 

Conflicting reports exist regarding the 
attack on May 30 against HMS Invincible by 
four A-4Cs, which followed the trail of 
smoke from the Exocet fired from an 
Etcndard. Two of the Skyhawks (leader 1st 
Lt Vazque, 1st Lt Castillo) were shot down 
while closing on to the carrier, the others 
pressing on to deposit their 2501b bombs 
after which they turned back to base, in full 
a four-hour flight. Some sources suggest 
that this attack took place against Atlantic 
Conveyor, but she had already been sunk by 
that date. 

'Bravos' continued with their attacks 
until June 7 with the loss of one A-4B. On 
June 8, five Skyhawks led by 1 st Lt Cachbn,

destroyed Sir Gallahad and left Sir Tristam 
out of combat, followed by another wave 
later on led by 1st Lt Bolzan which was, 
however, intercepted. After sinking L-703,

three out of the four aircraft in this 
formation were shot down by Harriers. Last 
action for the A-4Bs from San Julian was 
performed on June 1 3 when seven aircraft 
led by Cpt Varela in the all-grey C-222 'El 
Tordillo', attacked the British command 
post, damaging a Scout and two Gazelles in 
the vicinity. KC- 1 30s ventured at great risk 
close to the area of operations to refuel 
aircraft which would otherwise not have 
made it back to base due to loss of fuel after 
being hit by AA. 

Losses during 149 sorties (against 131 
naval and 18 land targets) mounted by the A- 
4Bs amounted to ten aircraft and nine pilots; 
They took part in the sinking of four ships, 
left three more out of combat, damaged 
seven while one helicopter was destroyed and 
five damaged. Nine of the original 13 
'Charlies' were lost, eight pilots being killed in 
action and one taken prisoner.

This project started as a result of our 
Advertising Manager asking me if I 
could build this kit for him. I must 
admit that initially I thought back to a few 
years ago when I 
used to struggle 
and squint at all 
that etched brass 
in the latest 
l/72nd scale kit, 
and this was very 
much a journey 
back to my 
modelling roots for 

me, as I started with I '"2nd scale and had 
worked in it for some 17 years. Today I 
work mainly in l/48th simple because one 
day, while adding the final etched details to 
the interior of a l/72nd scale Fw 190, my 




wife looked over my shoulder and very 
quietly (just as I was tweezering in the last 
detail) said, "why bother, no-one will ever 
see it!". That was the 
turning point for me, 
and I moved up a 
scale so I could see all 
that lovely added 
detail. 

This Spitfire 
project was going to 
prove interesting... 

The Kit 

Many of you will recall this kit when it 
originally came out under the Aeroteam 
label. This version from Eduard however 
upgrades the level of detail offered by 
replacing the interior with an etched brass 



version, and adding 'weighted' mainwheels 
and separate control surfaces in resin. The 
decals are also upgraded, being produced 
by Propagteam and there are four options 
available. 

The injected components are in a light 
grey plastic with engraved detail. A little 
flash is evident on some of the smaller 
parts, but overall nothing too much to 
worry about. The lower wing is a single 



The rudder also had to be removed, so here you 

can see one half with the rudder still in position, 
and the other with it removed. A jewellers saw is 
the only way to safely remove this item. 
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The lower wing also suffers from these ejector 
towers, and they are dealt with in the same manner. 



Right from the outset you have to decide how far 
you are going with this kit, and as I was asked to 
build it 'full detail', I had to cut off (and out) all the 
plastic bits I did not need. Here the pilot 's access 
door on the port fuselage side has been cut away 




The etched brass cockpit is not too difficult to fit. Once all the moulded details have been scraped off, the sidewalls and other details were added. Note only the side stringers ' were superglued in position, the rest 
being attached with shellac.

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The instrument panel is made up of etched brass 
with two acetate films sandwiched between. 
Shellac is once again used to do this, although 
gloss white paint on the back of the acetate film 
will also work. The rear bulkhead and resin seat 
and floor pan were also made up at this time.

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The cockpit interior was now sprayed with Interior Green (Ktracolor X10) and all the boxes and controls 
picked out in red, yellow and black. 



The interior looked too clean 
washes with black and a dry 
Silver soon changed that. 



initially, but careful

The fuselage halves were taped together once i 
the paint had dried, and the interior was test 
fitted. Here you can see the plastic rod tabs 
added behind the instrument panel to ensure this 
item stays in place.

One thing I had omitted to do was spray the interior of the wing centre section when I sprayed the 
interior. This area can be seen through the cockpit once assembled, even with the floor pan in place, so 
make sure you paint it. 





The compression 
links on each oleo are 
too thick, so 
replacement etched 
ones are supplied by 
Eduard and are seen 
here in place. 



A steady hand and 
good co-ordination 
allows modellers to 
drill out the exhaust 
stacks, and although I 
have neither skill I still 
managed it on the 
exhausts with this kit! 




Detail upgrades continued now while the fuselage was glued together and dried. The radiator units for 
under each wing have new etched matrices added and the support struts in the back. 



The six-blade contra unit was my choice, as I had 
been asked to do the racing scheme and that 
machine had this unit fitted. I must admit that the 
locating points for the blades were very vague, 
and the blades moved on a number of occasions 
during the rest of assembly and painting. 




Clamps and tape helped to sort the problem out, 
but a Berna Assembler is the only way to get 
enough pressure onto that trailing edge joint 



Now the fuselage and wings could be joined. The 
gap around the wings' trailing edge was going to 
prove a problem though 




Fit of the wing to fuselage joint is not that bad. but it still needed filler and a bit of sanding. 



The cockpit is now masked off with damp tissue paper 
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77?e gaps around the wing cannon were filled and 
a little light sanding finished them off. 



A bit of filler and some sanding, and things were 
better. 



The holes for the wing cannon were drilled and 
the cannon fitted. 




Note that there is no need to spray the under surface red, as no stripes were applied there. 



The wing tip lights are moulded solid in the kit. so 
these are carefully cut away for 'glazing ' at a later 
stage. 




The model upper surfaces were now sprayed with 
Fiat Red (Halfords). as I did not want to use the 
red stripes from the decal sheet. 





Once dry the decal stripes were measured, and 
masking tape of the same width was cut so that 
this could be applied to the model 



At this stage I also decided to spray the 
contra-prop unit, as it was red too and I wanted 
all the reds used to match! 



The rest of the model was now sprayed Halfords Aluminium. You can see that the undercarriage doors 
and control surfaces were also sprayed this colour. Later, to add some contrast. I elected to respray the 
control surfaces with Humbrol 56 (Matt Aluminium)

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moulding, therefore ensuring the correct 
dihedral when fitted. The kit also features 
the option of a standard five- blade 
propeller, or a six-blade contra-rotating 
unit. The resin parts comprise the rudder, 
elevators, ('weighted') mainwheels, pilot's 
seat, and several small items for the 
cockpit. The etched components furnish 
the entire cockpit interior and some of 
them can be used in place of the resin 
pieces, the choice is yours! 



do was add the canopy and other details. 
The canopy is injected plastic, and comes 
as a 'closed' single piece, or as a three-part 
'open' version. I wanted to have the open 
version, as the access door was open and a

Decals 

The decals are well printed and in register. 
Being produced by Propagtcam they are 
very thin, and recently a reader (Tony 
Clarke) sent in his tip for how to deal with 
these decals. I have often found that once on 
the model, you cannot reposition 
Propagteam decals, they simple curl up or 
shatter. The hint was to spit on the location 
of the decal and apply it! It sounded so odd 
that it just might work... and you know 
what, it did! (The thought of hundreds of 
modellers worldwide now spitting on 
their decals is too horrible to 
contemplate, as is that of 
how Tony found this 
solution in the first 
place!). There are a mass 
of stencils included, but 
most are so small that you 
cannot see them, and to be 
truthful I had not tried my 'new' 
method of applying Propagteam 
decals, so I chickened out with a lot of them! 
Decal Rating = 9/10 

Final Assembly 

With all the decals on, all that remained to 



fully detailed interior fitted. I had already 
painted the frames of these parts red 
(Revell 34 is a good match for Halfords Fiat 
Red), and I secured the front and 
rear portions with shellac. Once 
all was dry and the 
undercarriage etc fitted it 
was just a case of fitting 
the sliding element of 
the canopy. 'JUST',

PLASTIC KITS 



From mid August 1915 to June 1916, the Royal Flying Corps suffered badly at the hands of the 
pilots of the German Air Arm. The use of the nimble Fokker monoplanes with their forward firing 
guns resulted in a front line littered with the wreckage of R E 8s and B E s of the RFC. 




The German Jastas began to 
regain the upper hand over 
their apponents with the 
intorduction of new single-seat 
biplane fighters. 

The most important of these was the 
Albatross D.II and almost before it 
entered production the boffins of 
Albatros Gesellschaft fiir Flugzeug - 
Unternehmungen mbh and their design 
team were involved in producing a 
successor which would incorporate some of 
the attributes of the French Nieuport 
fighter, a captured example leading to the 
adoption of the sesquiplane or 1 '/: wing 
where the upper wing of an aircraft is much 
broader in chord than the lower. Thus 
appeared the Albatros D.III. When 
introduced the centrally located upper wing 
radiator led to complaints from operational 
pilots as the pipework impaired their 
vision, so it was offset to the starboard 
wing from aircraft No. D2200/ 17 onwards. 

The D.III, and later the D.Va, were 
among the best German aircraft to see 
service during WWI. However there was 
one initial shortcoming that gave 
considerable concern and that was a 
structural failure of the lower wing. Von 
Ricthofen nearly came to grief in a D.III 
and later expressed a low opinion of them, 
but after exhaustive testing the problem 
was resolved and although officially 
superseded by the D.V during the summer 
of 1917, production continued until early 
1918. Licensed versions of the D.III were 




also built for the Austro- 
Hungarian Army Air Service. 

The Kit 

You know, for years the WWI modeller felt 
like the orphan of the model world when it 
came to new models and had no hope at all 
when it came to one interested in 1 /48th 
scale. But over the last few years we have 
been deluged with a whole raft of new kits, 
books and data and it is now a joy to be able 
to say "Now which one will I build next?" 
Mind you, there is no 'choice involved when 
it comes to the latest offering from the 
Eduard stable. This Albatros D.III is 
beautiful! One of their standard kits (who 
needs etched brass?), the quality is superb 
and you can't wait to get started on it or at 
least, I couldn't. I have a model that is over 
three months behind schedule because every 
time I think about it I am distracted by 
something new, a situation that once I only 
dreamt about, but long may it continue! 

On opening the box with its excellent 
artwork (I've taken to collecting these) of 
Von Richchofen's aircraft of Jagstaffel, 1 1

April 1917, an aircraft from the D1910- 
D2200 series (note the number), you are 
faced with an excellent set of mouldings 
which require very little cleaning up, a set 
of instructions giving the option of: 'Blue 
Mouse', the aircraft of Lt der Reserve 
Hermann Frommherz (32 kills) Jasta 2 
(Boelke) spring 1917 and an excellent set 
of decals printed in Italy for AeroMaster. 

Accuracy 

Checking the main components against an 
Ian Stair drawing I was reasonably satisfied, 
although I think the fuselage may be a 
couple of millimetres short, but it looks 
right. The wings with their elegant shape 
and sharp trailing edges will do for me, as I 
have never been a rivet counter! 

Construction 

This is relatively straightforward, starting 
with the interior which assembles well, and I 
did not miss the usual etched brass, even the 
instruments came up nicely. This time I 
decided on a grubby interior and after 
painting the cockpit walls with a wood 
brown, I gave them a wash with diluted 
Indian Ink. Everything fitted well and gave 
no problems. The engine was assembled and 
given a coat of black, mixed with silver. It 
was then highlighted by dry brushing with a 
natural shade of silver to bring up the detail. 
Some of the pipework was accentuated by 
adding a touch of rust to the black and silver. 
The engine was now installed and the 
fuselage put together. 

Colour Schemes 

Decision time now, as to which markings to 
use and, being me, I chose not to use those 
supplied. For some time now I have wanted 
to build a D.III with the two colour markings 
(lilac and green) to the upper wings and 
tailplane and now I was able to use the super 
decals from AeroMasters Albatros Collection 
Part 1', and I chose those for an aircraft of 
Jasta 10. Most of these aircraft had wooden 
fuselages and AeroMaster produced excellent 
decals to represent wood, but unfortunately 
they are almost impossible to obtain so I 
decided to try out an old military figure 
technique to conic up with varnished 
plywood. 

I now masked off the upper forward 
cowling panels and part of the aircraft's 
nose, then mixed Humbrol Sand with white

and a touch of red to give the base wood 
colour. This was then painted over the 
fuselage, the leading section of the tailfin, 
and the tail-skid fin. This was put to one side 
in a jig to dry thoroughly. Whilst these were 
drying, I took the wings and tailplane, which 
again required very little cleaning up, and I 
airbrushed the undersurfaccs with Humbrol 
Pale Blue (No.65). 

The following day I took the fuselage, tail 
and tail -skid fins and, using a Rowney 
artists oil colour, I thinned down a dollop of 
Mars Brown using methylated spirit to the 
same consistency as Humbrol paint and, 
using a fairly large brush, painted all over 
the unmasked portions of the fuselage and 
fins. I immediately took a piece of fine 
sponge and wiped it almost all off again, the 
action of the sponge leaving a wood grain 
effect. It might be a little too red for some 
people but it looks alright and I'm happy 
with it. These parts were then put to one side 
again to dry thoroughly. Because the oil 
colour is well thinned, it takes about the 
same time to dry as normal Humbrol paint, 
as after all they are both oil based. 

One thing that the WWI modeller still 
suffers from is a lack of decent paints. 
Everything has to be mixed. So come on Mr. 
Aeromaster, how about it? Where is our RFC 
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Once the oil paint had dried, the upper surface colours were applied. Note the central radiator!

PC 10 and PC 12, German Lilac and fabric 
colours? (sec page 692-Ed.) Come to that 
how about a return of the wood grain decal 
that you did so well, there is a demand! 
Moan over, back to the model. 

The wings and tailplane undersurfaces 
were now dry so I started on the two colour 
upper surfaces, but first I had to mix a 
decent Lilac. Here 1 was lucky in that 1 found 
an unused tin of Humbrol's VVWI German 
Purple, unfortunately no longer made. This 
thinned down and mixed with white gave 
me the colour I needed, but you can again 
use artists oils instead; French Ultramarine 
with a touch of Vermilion mixed with 
Humbrol white thinned with turps will 
provide a similar colour. The green for the 
wings and tail was Humbrol No.30,and this 
was thinned and airbrushed. Once again 
everything was put to one side to dry. 

The front cowling around the engine was 
given a coat of Humbrol Satin Grey (No. 127) 
as were all interplane and undercarriage 
struts. The spinner and a section of the 
cowling were given a coat of matt yellow (the 
Jasta colour). The tailfin rudder was now 



painted with a clear linen, and when all was 
dry all of the fuselage was given a coat of 
Johnsons Klear. The cockpit surround was 
later touched in with a dark leather colour. 

Construction Again 

Oops, I mentioned earlier that the later D.I 1 1 
versions had the wing mounted radiators 
moved to the starboard wing - guess what? 
This model is an early mark and 1 had 
forgotten to move the radiator. What was I 
saying about etched brass? Luckily I had an 
Albatros radiator left over from a conversion 
and using the edge of a No. 1 5 scalpel blade, I 
scraped off the moulded radiator, sanded it 
smooth, repaired the paintwork and installed 
the replacement radiator. Come to think 
about it, I did miss the etched Spandaus. 

Decals & Final Assembly 

The decals were now applied to the wings 
and fuselage. I did not need to use any 
solvents but once positioned, they were given 
a coat of Klear. Everything was now 
assembled, wings to fuselage, struts and 
upper wings, tailplane and undercarriage 



and I experienced no problems; a joy to put 
together. 1 must admit that whilst plastic 
ones are provided, 1 replaced the 
undercarriage axle and stretcher with brass. 
The wheels were now installed and all that 
was left was the rigging. Here again I used 
the Aeroclub rigging material, good stuff and 
excellent value; so far I have rigged over 
twenty models and I still have plenty left. 

Conclusion 

The cost of kits has risen dramatically over 



the last few years and I am happy to say that 
Eduard are providing excellent models at 
very reasonable prices, one or two of the 
other manufacturers should take note. This 
is one of those models which I unreservedly 
recommend. Great fun and I thoroughly 
enjoyed making it, this is not the only 
Albatross D.III that I will build.

This set goes with the Hasegawa kit and is meant 
for the 'Car Door' version. The masks include those 
for the cockpit canopy, wheel hubs, landing light 
and downward identification lamp. 

Conclusion 

Each of these sets is offered in a single sheet of 
medium-grey-coloured material. The panels are all 
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die-cut, so will prove 

little trouble to use and if you are careful, I would 
not be surprised to find that they could be re- used. 



Because of the nature of the product we have 
decided not to show them here, as after all they would 
just appear as grey sheets. Instead we have included 
the instructions for each sheet, so you can see for 
yourself what each set offers.

The first five colours on the market are PC 10, 
PCI 2, Battleship Grey, NIVO and Clear Doped 
Linen. As the researchers whose work has resulted 
in these paints point out, PC 10 is probably the most 
controversial colour, as the green tone seen in 1916 
PC10 is distinctly different from the brownish tone

of 1918. MisterKit has therefore opted for an 
'average' shade, on which modellers can base their 
own interpretation of this colour. PC 1 2 was the 
Middle and Far East colour, although many 
Triplanes were painted in it, and this colour faded 
badly, resulting in a light brick-red colour 
eventually. Once again the MisterKit colour is an 



average shade from which modellers can produce 
their own version of this colour. Battleship Grey 
may seem an odd colour for aircraft, but it was 
often used on metal areas such as cowlings and 
Scarf rings. NIVO is one of those colours we have all 
heard of (I still have my Glory tinlet of it!), and it 
was specially produced for night operations to tone 
down their PC 10 and grey schemes. Doped Clear 
Linen is one of the most used 'colours' you will have 
want building WWI (and pre-WWI) subjects. 

These colours come in screwtop glass jars and 
are coded as follows: 

MKBC-001 Battleship Grey, MKBC-002 PC 12, 



MKBC-003 PC10.MKBC-004 NIVO, 
MKBC-005 Clear Doped Linen. 

These are just the first in an on-going series of 
paints for this era from MisterKit and we arc told 
that the next releases will be tor the German colours 
of WWI. Our thanks to MisterKit for the samples.

Unlike other such masks, this range offers 
masks for camouflage patterns, D-Day stripes 
and the more usual canopy and wheels. The 
range will offer masks in l/72nd, I /48th, l/32nd 
and l/24th scales, and later a series of l/35th 
scale tire and roadwheel masks will be released 
for military modellers. All those we have for this 
initial look are to l/48th scale.

The other side of this 
is, of course, that the bit left over in the middle of 
the elongated mask could be used to mask the 
wheel the other way too (e.g. spray the hub, then 
mask it and spray the tyre).

Conclusion 

As with any masking sets, these 
are very difficult to illustrate in 
a magazine, but we hope that 
the photos with this will give 
some idea of what the product 
is like. Each canopy and wheel 
set is approximately half (or a 
quarter) the size of the A4 sheets used for the 
camouflage pattern and D-Day stripe sets. 

The range is already listing 279 products in 
l/48th scale, 31 in I /32nd, 53 in l/72nd and three 
in 1 /24th. These also include such things as 
national insignia masks in the 'big' scales and 
prices range from $2.49 to $19.99. Those products 
reviewed above are priced as follows.

This title comes in the usual Detail and 
Scale format with 80 pages and a laminated 
card cover. 

As with any title within this series, this 
one takes a detailed look at a design from 
prototype to final version, and backs this 
up with manual extracts and detailed 
photographs inside and out of preserved 
examples. This latest addition to the series 
(Vol.59) deals with the Republic F-84 
straight-wing versions. The narrative has 
an opening chapter which takes an 
overview of the Thunderstrcak design, then 
this is followed by chapters looking at all 
versions from the XP-84 right through to 
the F-84G. All of these early chapters are all 
well illustrated with period black and white 
photographs, and there are also scale plans 
of the XP-84, F-84B, F-84C (4-view), F-84D, 
F-84E (4-view) and F-84G (4-view). The 
title also contains an expanded colour 
section, which now consists of two pages of 
colour side views, twelve pages of period 
colour photographs and two pages of 
colour views inside the F-84E on display at 
the USAF Museum. The final section of the 




title looks at the F-84 in detail with a mass 
of black and white detail pictures in and 
around preserved examples in the USA, 
coupled with diagrams from the flight 
manual. Usually a Detail and Scale title will 
include a detailed modeller's section at the 
back that looks at all kits of the type 
produced. This has been reduced in this 
title to just two pages and is called the 
'modellers summary', as it takes a briefer 
look at those kits. 

Once again this is an excellent title and 
one I am sure most modellers will want to 
add to the rest of their Detail and Scale 
collection. If you are a USAF fan, or have the 
new Tamiya 1 /48th scale kit to build, this 
title will be mdispensible.

This title is once again in an A4 format, 
although it is a lot slimmer than the 
previous title, just 52 pages and a 
laminated card cover. Of these pages 
twelve are in colour and the title also 
features a three-page pull-out set of 
plans. 

To see this subject in a book is great, 
and I must applaud the publisher for 
covering what appears to be a very 
esoteric subject. For all Italian Air Force 
fans this title will be long awaited. As 
with the other title reviewed previously, 
the text in this one is all Polish. Photo 
captions are thankfully both Polish and 
English, so you can glean a little 
information from them. There are a 
number of extracts from the type's 
manual, and a good selection of period 
B&W photographs. The former are very 
useful, especially as Italeri have just 
reissued their kit of this type. 

Initially the only scale plans in the title 
are l/72nd scale side view of the BR.20A 
and L, however towards the back there is 
a three-page fold-out section which 
includes scale plans of the BR.20M 
(five-view) and side views of the early 
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and late production version, along with 
the 'Delta' turret equipped version and the 
BR.20 Bis. The final twelve pages offer 
colour artwork, four per page, of various 
machines from the BR.20 II through to 
the standard BR.20M. Each side view is 
very well drawn and offers a good 
selection of schemes for the type. 

Once again this is an excellent title, 
only slightly marred by the lack of 'usable' 
text for many English readers. The subject 
matter is a little off the beaten track, but 
then again it is not often we get good 
titles on Italian bombers of WWII, so I 
for one am not complaining. This title is 
well worth having.

Towards the centre of 
the title are scale side views of most versions 
of the Hurricane along with top views of the 
Mk I and Mk IIC, all of which arc to l/72nd 
scale. There are a few pages of mono side 
views dealing with colour schemes for the 
type, but these are supplemented by the eight 
pages of colour at the back of the book. The 
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back cover also includes colour side views, as 
does the inside front, so you get eleven pages 
in all. There arc three excellent colour side 
views per page and as well as the more usual 
ace's aircraft, there is a nice selection of 
foreign-operated machines. Each side view is 
captioned in Polish and English, so this is a 
good source of information. 

Overall this is a title I can recommend on 
the strength of the photographs, scale plans 
and colour artwork. If you want something to 
read though, this may not be what you are after! 
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Model Clubs!
